Nominations Under 


New Primary Law, 


Acconling to the proviBiona of the new 
primnries act which will be generally ob- 
served in the State, the spring primary 
election in this and other counties will be 
held Saturday, June 1, at which time can- 
didates for all offices to be lilled at the 
general election next November, with the 
exception of those nominated by national 
and State conventions, will be nominated, 
as well as the officers of the various polit- 
ical parties. 


The election will be conducted in the 
various districts by the regular election 
officerSi who shall receive one-half of the 
compensation allowed them at regular 
elections. 
The polls will be open from 2 
to 8 p. m., while all licensed places must 
be closed from i to 9 p. m. 


The County Commissioners are requir- 
ed under the act to provide the ballots 
and other necessary supplies. 
All expen 
sen incurred through the election are to 
be paid by the same as the qualifications 
of electors entitled to vote at elections, 
within the election district where the pri- 
mary IS held. 
Each elector shall prove 
his qualifications and his identity in the 
same manner in which electors in the elec 
tion in which he offers to vote are, or 
hereafter may be required by law to prove 
their qualifications or identity, on. elec- 
tion day. 


All candidates for county offices, includ- 
ing sheriff, register of wills, clerk to the 
county commissioners, poor director and 
district attorney must iile petitions with 
the county commissioners at least three 
weeks before the primary election. 
Each 
petition must have at least 50 signatures 
of qualified voters. 
The county commis- 
sioners shall have on file in their office, at 
least one week preceding the prnnary, 
oi>en to public inspection, forms of the 
ballots with the names printed thereon, 
which shall be used in each election dis- 
trict within the county. 


The qualification of electors entitled to 
vote at a primary shall be, make oath or 
affirmation that, at the next preceeding 
general election at which he voted, he 
voted for a majority of the candidates of 
the party for whose ballot he asks. 


One of the changes which goes into ef- 
fect at the June primary is '*that no'elec- 
tor shall be permitted to receive any as- 
sistance in marking his ballot unless he 
shall first make an affidavit that he can- 
not read the names on the ballot, or that 
by reason of physical disability he is un- 
able to mark his ballot."

Harrisburg, Pa., March 20. — The

that John H. Sanderson 
& 
Company, of Philadelphia, contractors 
for furnishing the capítol, was paid 
by the state 190,748.40 for the rostrums 
In the senate and house caucus rooms. 
The sub-contractors for this work tes- 
tified that he was paid |2060 by San- 
derson for these rostrums. The testi- 
mony 
of 
the 
same 
aub-contractor 
showed that Sanderson's profit on the 
finished 
woodwork In 14 other rooms 
in 
the 
building amounted to |126,* 
645.G0. 


Murray Gibson, who was an unsuc- 
cessful bidder against Sanderson for 
the contract for decorating and paint- 
ing the building, testified that 
there 
was a difference of $1.99^ a foot in 
favor of the state in his bid and that 
of Sanderson, and that if the state had 
accepted his bid the state would have 
saved more than $600,000 on this item 
alone, and he (Gibson) 
would 
have 
made a nice profit. 


None of the witnesses who were ask- 
ed about the "per Toot" and the "per 
pound" rule under which 
Sanderson 
was paid for the capítol furnishings 
ever heard of this rule until It was 
employed 
in 
the furnishing of 
the 
new copitol. 
The testimony showed 
that there were also large profits In 
the contracts for the parquetry floor- 
ing and the thermostats In the build- 
ing. 


John F. Wilt, of Philadelphia, sub- 
contractor for

the building, was the first witness. Ho 
furnished for Payne & Company the 
doors, picture rail, chair rail and the 
wainscoting and woodwork In various 
rooms to the amount of $154,200 and 
some extras.

amounting to $2060, and the supreme 
court room rostrum for $259G.

Governor BToggatt Has Never Met 


Any in the Territory. 


An interesting visitor in Washing- 


ton at this time Is Wilford B. Hog- 
gatt, for seventeen years an officer 
in the United States Navy, and since 
last spring Governor of Alaska. 
He 


is here to submit to the Secretaries 
of War and Interior reports of the 
northernmost Territory, and will lay 
before committees of Congress such 
information about Alaska as they 
may wish. Governor Hoggatt, while 
unwilling to discuss in advance the 
recommendations contained in his 
reports, "was -willing to say.something 
to-day about the weather of the Ter- 
ritory he governs. 
"In all of Alas- 


ka," he said, "there is not a million- 
aire nor a semi-millionaire; In fact, 
I do not know of any man who is 
worth $250,000. The stories of fab- 
ulous sums made there in placer min- 
ing have been exaggerated. 
Money 


was made, to be sure, but when they 
made it, most of them left the Terri- 
tory to Invest or spend it in the 
United States. The Klondike region 
had 50,000 people In it five years ago, 
to-day it has only 7000. In Alaska 
$20,000,000 in gold was taken out 
this year, as compared to §14,000,- 
000 last year. 
But this does not 


mean that any man Is becoming « 
mining king. The Territory is i 
pleasant, healthful place to live, anc 
It has opportunities; but It has nc 
greater opportunities than are to bf 
found in the States. 


"Though there are more than five 


men to every woman, as in all new 
countries, we have a social life which 
is up to the average. Copper mining 
is being developed rapidly; last year 


j we turned out §500,000 of it; this 
year $2,000,000. With the extension 
of railway lines up into the copper 
territory, which is 400 miles long 
and fifty miles wide, the output will 
be enhanced, as the Alaska coppei 
fields are said to be among the most 
valuable in the -world. Coal mining 
! Is another industry that is developing 
! rapidly."—Washington

SCENES ON THE OLD PLANTA- 


TIONS OF THE SOOTH. 


Fame of the Com Shu=kers—lntere«t 


In These Events of the Ante-Bellum 
Day* Akin to That Attaching to 
Modern Athletic Contests. 
Everybody knows the meaning of 


"log-rolling" in 
political 
parlance, 


writes the correspondent of the -Phil- 
adelphia Record from Lynchburg, Va- 
in plain language, it means, 
"You 


tickle me and I'll tickle you," or You 
vote for my bin and I'll vote for 
yours." 
The original meaning may 


not be so 'well known to city readers. 
The word came from tie plantation. 
It~is now almost obsolete in this part 
of Virginia, because the thing it rep- 
resents has passed away. The mem- 
ory of the writer runs back 60 years, 
when a log-rolling was an annual af- 
fair on every .»:g 
plantation. The 


nractice then was to clear new ground 
every year for tobacco. Felling the 
forest trees and preparing the ground 
for cultivation >was no small undertak- 
insr. First 
the 
undergrowth 
was 


cleared away, and then the big trees 
were attacked by the ax-brigade, con- 
sisting on our plantation of ten or 
twelve men. I well remember the 
scene. It impressed me in my boy- 
hood, as real work, and it was hard 
work. 
A dozen axes, 
wielded 
by 


sirong arms, rang 
continually, and 


ever ^ and 
anon 
a -great 
tree, 


the growth of a century, fell to the 
earth with a tremendous crash. The 
new ground was about twenty acres 
in extent, or, as it was usually spoken 
of bv planters, a hundred thousand 
tobacco hills, allowing 5,000 hills to 
the acre. When the trees were felled 
the work was not half done. The 
branches had to toe cut off and pre- 
pared for fuel, and the great.trunks 
had to be cut into manageable lengths. 


The log-rolling was invested with 


all the interest that attaches to an 
athletic game and festival as well. A 
big dinner was prepared for the occa- 
sion, and plenty of whisky was pro- 
vided. The latter was seldom slight- 
ed -by any of the men. 
The hands 


from the adjoining plantations were 
invited, and there was always friend- 
ly rivalry between the crews of the 
several plantations and between the 
men on the saine plantation. The big 
logs furnished excellent 
means of 


testing the manhood of the contestants 
in a trial which, taxed their muscular 
powers. ' Hand-sticks were placed un- 
der the log. and as many man were 
assigned to the log as its weight re- 
quired. Couples were chosen nearly 
equal in strength. Thea if a man 
oatlifted 'ins fellow at the other end 
of the stick and brought him to Ms 
knees, or as the phrase was, "pulled 
him down," he was proclaimed victor. 
If, then, the same man pulled down 
all other contestants in succession, he 
carried off the. penant, so to speak, for 
that occasion, and if equally success- 
ful at other log-rollings that season, 
was declared the 
champion strong 


man of the neighborhood. The con- 
test was carried on with perfect good 
humor, and sometimes 
with great 


hilarity, many exchanges of wit and 
sharp repartee. 


It was a much-coveted honor to 


come out victor in a log-rolling con- 
test. After the work of the day a 
dance to the music of the banjo usual- 
ly followed at night and the merry- 
making continued into the small hours 
of the morning. The incidents of the 
day furnished themes for discussion 
and conversation for months. 


Another great event on the planta- 


tion «was the corn-shucking. 
The af- 


fair is called in the North a "it-asking 
bee," but in this part of the world it 
is a "corn-shucking." 
Here the enve- 


lope of the ear is called the shuck, 
and the cob the husk. If you should 
send a negro to bring you some husks, 
he would bring you cobs. The corn 
was hauled and thrown out in a long 
pile, containing from 500 to 2,000 or 
more bushels of corn. Then a bright 
moonlight night is selected, and the 
hands of the neighboring plantations 
are invited. 
They are not slow to 


respond. Soon a big crowd is on the 
ground, and work and fun begin. A 
leader is f-hosea who has a loud voice 
and some skill in music. He takes 
his place on top of and runs frora 
end to end of the pile, singing a coup- 
let, and all the assembly responds 
with another couplet or joins in the 
refrain. The music is wild and weird, 
but the effect is pleasing, especially 
at a little distance. The leader does 
not shuck much corn, but he is the 
most important and most valuable 
man in the party, because^ne enlivens 
the crowd and keeps all awake and 
in good humor. The work continues 
till midnight and sometimes later. It 
it followed by the big supper and the 
inevitable dance.

Car Situation in Germany. 
*~ 


J. I. Brittain, consul at Kehl, re- 


ports that since the monta of May 
the German coal industry has been 
unable to cope rsvith the demand.* * 
The greatest cause of the scarcity 
(of cars) is the extraordinary activity 
in the iron and st&el industry. For 
the first half of 1906 nearly 700,000 
more cars of- coal, coke and patent 
fuel were delivered by the syndicate 
than during the corresponding per- 
iod of last year, and the daily dis- 
patch of ears ias frequently exceed- 
ed 21,000 in number. The Prussian 
State railway authorities have been 
severely criticised in consequence of 
the shortage of railway cars. Thus, 
during June, although 
221,991 more 


cars were available than in June, 1905, 
the shortage amounted to nearly 1,000 
cars a -day. But, on the other hand, 
it is questioned even with this short- 
age made good, if it would have been 
possible to supply the demand. The 


. marked scarcity of cars at this time 
j of the year is all the more disquiet- 
I ing, since the farmers will shortly 
I be drawing heavily upon ail available 
' railway rolling stock to move agricul- 
tural produce. The result of this de- 
ficit in the number of cars supplied 
has been that in several collieries 
the miners have been compelled tem- 
porarily to stop work, a 
measure 


which in these days of high wages 
is a costly matter.—Daily Consular

and the'cob the husk.

send a negro to bring you some husks, 
ho would brlnig you cobs.

was hauled and thrown out In a long 
pile, containing from 500 to 2,000 or 
m o r e bushels of corn. 
T h e n a bright 
moonlight night is selected, and

hands of the neighboring plantations 
are 
invited.

Soon a big crowd Is on thp 
ground, and work and fun begin.

leader is chosen who h a s a loud voice 
and some skill in music.

President G. Stanley Hall, of Clark 
University,- calls the flabby muscle 
the chasm between willing and doing. 


Enough exercise, then, to keep the 


muscles of ice body firm and sensi- 
tive is what we aim at. 
For a man 


whose chief business in life is hard 
work, there is little to be gained in 
building up muscular tissue beyond 
that point. He may do ;: for recrea- 
tion if he likes; but that is a different 
matter. 


Many of ys come to dislike th€ 


thought of exercise. The very word 
suggests conscientious and disagree- 
able quarter-hours spent with dumb- 
bells or pulley-weights in the solitude 
of one's apartment, or, worse yet. on 
the floor of a gymnasium. There- 
fore, I do not propose an elaborate 
system of private gymnastics. 
If a 


man forces himself to carry on exer- 
cise simply because he thinks it's his 
duty, more than half its benefits are 
lost. For a really valuable exercise 
Is one which reaches beyond the mus- 
cles and the digestive organs; 
il 


braces up and stimulates the mind. 


When a man is being bored tc 


death, he is not deriving the mosl 
benefit from 
his occupation, ever 


though that occupation may be 
s 


strenuous half-hoar of chest weights. 


The kind of exercise that hits the 


mark is the kind a man likes for its 
own sake: and the kind a man like= 
for its own sake has -omething of the 
play-spirit in it—the life and go of a 
good game. It will give a chance for 
some rivalry, a deSnite goal to aim 
at, a point to win; something, in 
other words, to enlist his interest and 
arouse his enthusiasm. 


The good a man gets out of a brisk 


horseback ride in the park is some- 
thing more than what conies simpl? 
from the activity of his muscular sys- 
tem or from the effect of the con- 
stant jolting upon the digestive or- 
gans. 
There is the stimulus to the 


whole system which comes from his 
filling his lungs with fresh, out-of- 
door air. There is the exhilaration 
of sunshine and blue sky and of the 
wind on the skin. 
There is the ex- 


citement of controlling a. restive ani- 
mal. All this makes the phenomenon 
a 
complex 
one—-something 
much 


larger than the mere term exercise 
would imply. A man could sit on a 
mechanical horse in a gymnasium 
and be jolted all day without getting 
any of these larger effects. 


Exercise should not be too severe 


Many ambitious people injure them- 
selves through trying to accomplish 
too much along this tine. Where the 
mind is already tired the body caD 
only lose by a few moments of violent 
exertion. 
Exercise breaks down tis- 


sue, exhausts nerve energy. 
If anj 


good is to be gained from it this 
body waste must be repaired. 
Bui 


when the system is already exhaust- 
ed, it cannot afford an additional ex- 
penditure. 
A city man with a con- 


science is in danger of making too 
hard work of his exercise when he 
takes it at all- 


Tennis is a game that nervous, ex- 


citable, overworked people like tc 
play. 
They ought to avoid it. 
It 


works them too hard and too fast. 
Instead of resting them it wears them 
out. 


There is no better outdoor exer- 


cise for a city man tlian a game of 
golf. The alternate activity and rest 
that it provides for, the deep breath- 
ing caused by the necessary hill 
climbing, the sociability of the game 
•—all these are admirable feaiures- 
Rowing, paddling, bowling, tramping 
—any form of recreation that brings 
a variety of physical exertion and 
that appeals to a man's interest and 
enthusiasm—belong in the class ol 
"A-l" exercises. 


A splendid exercise is deep breath- 


ing. After your breakfast and lunch, 
as you -are walking on the street, 
breathe just as deeply as yon can ten 
times in succession. 
Then breathe 


normally for a minute. 
Then take 


ten more deep breaths. Do this foai 
or five times the first day and in- 
crease it by one round every da? 
until you are taking from 300 to 400 
deep breaths daily as a regular habit 
This consumes no time. 
Ton do It 


while you are walking on the street. 
It improves the action of the dia- 
phragm. It stimulates the circulation 
of the blood In the head. It increases 
the activity of the intestinal move- 
ments. 
It costs no money. Right 


there, perhaps, lies the chief diffi- 
culty with it.

Life History of the Eel. 


The mystery which has so long 


shrouded certain important facts in 
the life history of the eel are being 
gradually cleared up. It is now some 
time since a group of small-headed 
transparent and ribbon-shaped fish, 
named by naturalists Leptocephalia, 
were identified as the young of vari- 
ous species of eel. Among these Ital- 
ian naturalists recognized the one 
named Leptocephalus brevirostris as 
the young of the common eel. It was 
further determined that eels spawn 
in the Mediterranean in comparative- 
ly deep and warm water. The most 
recent information as to the spawn- 
ing place of the eel is to be found in 
the journal of the Marine Biological 
Association. Drs. Schmidt and Peter- 
sen, of the International Fisheries In- 
vestigation Association, have found

become incapable of obeyinEC the will 
promptly and effectively. The effects 
on the nerves that control them are 
equally bad. 
They lose their power 
of responding vividly. 
They cannot 
be relied upon to do expert work. 
President G. Stanley Hall, of Clark 
University^ calls the flabby muscle 
the chasm between willing and doing. 


Enough exercise, then, to keep the 
muscles of the body firm and sensi- 
tive is what we aim at. 
For a man 
whose chief business in life is hard 
work, there is little to be gained In 
building up muscular tissue beyond 
that point. 
He may do it for recrea- 
tion if he likes; but that is a different 
matter.

When a man is being bored to 
death, he Is not deriving the mosi 
benefit from his occupation, even 
though that occupation may be 8 
strenuous half-hour of chest weights. 


The kind of exercise that hits the 
mark is the kind a man likes for its 
own sake; and the kind a man likes 
for its own sake has 'something of the 
play-spirit in it—the life and go of a 
good game. 
It will give a chance for 
some rivalry, a definite goal to aim 
at, a point to win; something, in 
other words, to enlist his interest and 
arouse his enthusiasm. 


The good a man gets out of a brisk 
horseback ride ^in the park is some- 
thing more than what comes simply 
from the activity of his muscular sys- 
tem or from the effect of the con- 
stant jolting upon the digestive or- 
gans. 
There is the stimulus to the 
whole system which comes from his 
filling his lungs with fresh, out-of- 
door air. 
There is the exhilaration 
of sunshine and blue sky and of the 
wind on the skin. 
There is the ex- 
citement of controlling a restive ani- 
mal. All this makes the phenomenon 
a 
complex 
one—something 
much 
larger than the mere term exercise 
would imply. 
A man could sit on a 
mechanical horse in a gymnasium 
and be jolted all day without getting 
any of these larger effects. 


Exercise should not be too severe 
Many ambitious people injure them- 
selves through trying to accomplish 
too much along this line. "Where the 
mind is already tired the body can 
only lose by a few moments of violent 
exertion. 
Exercise breaks down tis- 
Bue, exhausts nerve energy. 
If anjf 
good is to be gained from it this 
body waste must be repaired. 
Bui 
when the system Is already exhaust- 
ed, it cannot afford an additional ex* 
penditure. 
A city man with a con- 
Bcience is in danger of making too 
hard work of his exercise when he 
takes it at all. 


Tennis is a game that nervous, ex- 
citable, overworked people like to 
play. 
They ought to avoid it. 
It 
works them too hard and too fast. 
Instead of resting them it wears them 
out. 
I 
There is no better outdoor exor- 
cise for a city man than a game of 
golf. The alternate activity and rest 
that it provides for, the deep breath- 
ing caused by the necessary 
hill 
climbing, the sociability of the game 
—all these are admirable features. 
Rowing, paddling, bowling, tramping 
—any form of recreation that brings 
a variety of physical exertion and 
that appeals to a man's interest and 
enthusiasm—belong in the class ol 
"A-1" exercises. 


A splendid exercise is deep breath- 
ing. After your breakfast and lunch, 
as you -are walking on the street, 
breathe just as deeply as you can ten 
times in succession. 
Then breathe 
normally for a minute. 
Then take 
ten more deep breaths, 
Do this foui 
or five times the first day and in- 
crease It by one round every day 
until you are taking i.-om 300 to 400 
deep breaths daily as a regular habit. 
This consumes no time. 
You do It 
while you are walking on the street. 
It improves the action of the dia- 
phragm. It stimulates the circulation 
of the blood in the head. 
It increases 
the activity of the intestinal move- 
ments, 
It costs no money, 
KJght 
there, perhaps, lies the chief diffi- 
culty with it. 
If each breath cost a 
man a cent, a great many more men 
would cultivate the habit.—From ar- 
ticle m World's Work.

lilfe History of tlio Eel. 


The mystery which has so long 
shrouded certain Important facts In 
the life history of the eel are being 
gradually cleared up. It is now some 
time since a group of small-headed 
transparent and ribbon-shaped fish, 
named by naturalists Leptocephalia, 
were Identified as the young of vari- 
ous species of eel. Among these Ital- 
ian naturalists recognized the one 
named Leptocephalus brevlrostrls ag 
the young of the common eel. It was 
further determined that eels spawn 
in the Mediterranean In comparative- 
ly deep and warm water. 
The most 
recent Information as to the spawn- 
ing place of the eel is to be found in 
the journal of the Marine Biological 
Association. Drs. Schmidt and Peter- 
sen, of the International Fisheries In- 
vestigation Association, have found

Farming Jn some districti 
of the empire has been made posslbK 
only because of the ability of the peo 
pie to produce cheap alcohol, and 
many farms owe their very existence 
to their distilleries. 


J^Jot only has free alcohol been a 
stimulus to agriculture, but it hafc 
been of Incalculable value in many 
lines of commercial development, and 
has added greatly in raising Germany 
to her present industrial station.— 
Boston Globe.

Many writers, however, believe 
the custom of making presents of dyed 
eggs at Easter to he a relic of ancient 
Catholicism.

Sprung from Primary Stock—Chakar 


is an Avian Puzzle to the Scientist* 
Who Agree, However, That Its An- 
cestry is Entirely Ancient. 


The recent death of the crested 


screamer, or chakar, at tne United 
States Zoological Park, says a Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Sun, calls attention TO what is iu 
many respects the most interesting 
species among the feathered notables. 


For several years this bird, perhaps 


the rarest in all the zoological parks 
of the world, could be seen and heard 
in the national park, but its voice is 
imstied forever. Voice was one of its 
strongest points, as migh-t be inferred 
from its name. 


The specimen was procured by Dr. 


Frank Baker some j ears ago, and has 
been an object of aximirauon for thou- 
sands of people who have visited the 
park, altiougii few knew how rare the 
the bird was in captivity or of Iis 
problematic pedigree. 


The crested screamer is from the 


South American pampas, where it was 
once found In countless numbers; but, 
as Professor Hudson, the naturalist, 
eays, "It ia passing before a higher 
civilization, the pitiless enemy of all 
bird life." The chakar, it seems, does 
not thrive in captivity, although of 
domestic characteristics rsrhen free on 
the Southern plains. There are speci- 
mens in Regent's Park, London, and 
possibly one in the Zoological Park iu 
New York.

CHASING 
LIVE 
VOLCANOES. 


Plenty of Those in Behring Sea Never 


Seen by White 
Men. 


For six weeks I have been chasing 


live volcanoes in Behring Sea, writes 
Robert Dunn to Outing. I have been 
alone wiLa an old squawman and an 
Aleut native in a little eleven ton. 
windjammer, the Bear, owned by Ed- 


fessor Garrod, to quote from Dr. Hud- 
son, the La Plata naturalist, found 
for various reasons that the ehakar 
could not t-e classed with the anserine 
birds; that It must have sprung from 
the primary avian stock when there 
occurred a general breakup of the an- 
cient terrestrial bird type, and when 
the acquisition of wings brought many 
intruders into domains already occu- 
pied, giving rise to a new straggle for 
existence, and bringing out many spe- 
cial qualities -by means of natural se- 
lection . 


But all authorities agree that the 


•bird appears to be the last descendant 
of an ancient family with few or no 
connections—in fact, with a pedigree 
lost in the night of incalculable an- 
tiquity. 


The chakar does not seem to have 


any prototypes, and for this reason 
Professor Hudson says: "This biro, 
appeals to the aesthetic feelings in 
man more than any species with 
which I am acquainted."' The voice 
of this bird Is its chief characteristic 
and Professor Hudson, wiio reported 
some years ago on the pampas of 
South. America, said: 
"Although ac- 


customed to hearing these birds from 
childhood, I have often been aston- 
ished at some new effect produced by 
a large number singing under certain 
conditions." 


On their native plains the chakars 


often assemble in immense flocks, and 
in those gatherings all sing in con- 
cert, in which there is said to be

The Jamaican earthquake completes 


In a way the cycle of seismic disturb- 
ances which began In the \V~est Indies 
almost five years ago. 
It was on 


May S, 1902, that Mont Pelee, on the 
Island of Martinique, burst forth •with, 
little warning and overwhelmed the 
city of St. Pierre with a loss of 25,- 
000 lives, almost the entire popula- 
tion. Terrible shakings of the earth 
accompanied a ra:n of hot vapor and 
ashes, while streams of lava ran down 
tie mountain side- 


In the neighboring isiand of St Vin- 


cent La Soufrere likewise broke out 
in eruption, but here tie loss of life, 
while large, was less than Martial- 


sin 
Mount Shishaldin, Unimak Island, the 
greatest peak of the archipelago. It 
stormed continuously, yet we made 
one exciting attempt, discovering an 
inland salt lake.

The Easter Parade.

There Is a great diversity of opinion 
among the curious in such matters in 
regard to the origin and emblamatlc 
meaning of the Easter «gg. 
The egg 
was once regarded as a symbol of the 
world, and ancient pagan temples in 
couseijuence were sometimes built in 
an oval form. 
This typlfication Is 
found in almost every Oriental cosmog- 
ony. The egg, as a sacred symbol, is 
still used in the rites of the Beltein, 
which are unquestionably of heathen 
origin, Many writers, however, believe 
the custom of making presents of dyed 
eggs at Easter to be a relic of ancient 
Catholicism. 


The recent death of the crested 
screamer, or chakar, at tihe United 
States Zoological Park, says a Wash- 
ington cori'esponident of the New York 
Sun, calls attention to what is lu 
many respects the most Interesting 
species among the feathered notables. 


For several years tihls bird, perhaps 
the rarest in all the zoological parks 
of the world, could be seen and heard 
In the national park, but its voice is 
husihed forever. Voice was one of Its 
strongest points, as might -be inferred 
from its name» 


The specimen was procured by Dr. 
Frank Baker some years ago, and has 
been an object of ajdjnlration for thou- 
sands of people who have visited the 
park, although, few knew how rare the 
the bird was In captivity or of its 
problematic pedigree. 


The crested screamer is from the 
Souitlh American pampas, where It was 
once found in countless numbers; but, 
as Professor Hudson, the naturalist, 
eaj^s, "It la passing before a higher 
civilization, the pitiless enemy of all 
bird life." The chakar. It seems, does 
not thrive In captivity, altthougih of 
domestic characteristics iwhen free on 
the Southern plains. There are speci- 
mens in Regent's Park, London, and 
posslibly one in the Zoological Park lu 
New York. 


About tihe size of a swan, a palo 
elaty blue In color, with two spurs on 
each wing, evidently for protection In 
comibat, it Is both beauitlful and pic- 
turesque. 
The order to which it be- 
longs 
is a 
subject of controversy 
ampng the great authorities. 


Professors Parker and Huxlew place 
it with the geese, while the late Pro- 
fessor Garrod, to quote from Dr. Hud- 
son, the La Plata naturalist, found 
for various reasons that the dhakar 
could not be classed with the anserine 
birds; tha/t it must have sprung from 
the primary avian stock when there 
occurred a general breakup of the an- 
cient terrestrial bird type, and when 
tihe acqulsKloQ of wings brought many 
Intruders Into domains already occu- 
pied, giving rise to a new struggle for 
existence, and bringing out many spe- 
cial qualities hy means of natural se- 
lection. 


But all authorities agree tlint the 
(bird appears to be the last descendant 
cjf an ancient family with few or no 
connections—in fact, with a pedigree 
lost in the night -of incalculable an- 
tiquity. 


The chakar does not seem to have 
any prototypes, and for this reason 
Professor Hudson says : "This bird 
appeals to the aes'tihetic feeling® in 
man more than 
any species 
with 
which I am acquainted." 
The voice 
of this bird Is Its chief characteristic 
and Professor Hudson, iwfho reported 
some years ago on tlie pampas of 
South America, said: '"Although ac- 
customed to hearing these birds from 
chlldlhood. I have often heen aston- 
ished at some new effect produced by 
a large number singing under certain 
conditions." 
^ 


On tlielr native plains the chakars 
often assemble in immense flocks, and 
in those gatherings all sing In con- 
cert, In which there Is said to be 
something 
strangely 
impressive. 
Speaking of one of^ these concerts. 
Dr. Hudson ^ y s : 


"We were eating supper In a rancho 
when suiddenly tho entire multitude of 
ibh'ds," covering the marsh for miles, 
burst forth into a tremendous eve- 
ning song. 
It is impossible to de^ 
scribe the effect of this mighty rush 
of sound, 'but let the reader try to 
imagine haif a million voices, each 
far more powerful than 
that 
one 
which makes itself heard all over Re- 
gent's Park, bursting fortli on the si- 
lent atmosi>hei'e of 
that dark and 
lonely plain. 
I was overcome with 
astonishment, while the air, and even 
thé frail rancho, seemed to be tremb- 
ling In that transport of sounid." 


On their native pampas these bird« 
sing at inteiwals during the night. 
The first song is at 9 o'clock, the sec- 
ond at midnight, and the third Just 
before dajwn. 


But It waa in Italy almost three 
years later that tlie next disaster of 
fairly 
comparable 
magnitude 
took 
place. 
By tho eruption of Moun Ve* 
suvius, September 8, 1905, 700 persons 
were killed and more than 2,000 in- 
jured. 
Fully 100.000 persons were 
rendered homeless by the descent oC 
hot ashes ruining their homes. 
The 
properto' loss was conservatively esti* 
mated at $6,000,000. 


This proved only a seven months' 
horix)r, for on April 18, 1906. a terrific 
shock, 'believed to be due to a slip- 
ping of giant strata, destroyed most 
of the business section of San Fi-an- 
clsoo. and fire catching In the ruins 
and raging for several days spread 
the destruction into the residence sec- 
tions. Owing to the large foreign and 
especially 
Chinese 
population, 
in 
whose quarters most destruction waa 
wrought, the loss of life was never 
accurately known, but was variously 
estimated at from tiixee ^hundred to 
two thousand. The property loss, like- 
'wUse the subject of widely varying 
estimates, undoubtedly exceeded >150,- 
000.000. 


Not three months elapsed before 
the next of the series of earthquake 
horrors. 
Then Chile was tihe Tictim 
of a very severe earthquake, whick 
centered its force around Valparlso 
and Santiago. 
The handsome sea- 
port of ttoie republic suffered Immense 
damage, most of the public buildings 
being destroyed or badly wrecked antd 
the better quarters of the city being 
swept by fire, which raged for five 
days almost unchecked.

Recycle of Seismic Crashes Is Now 


Complete. 


The Jamaican earthquake completes 
in a way the cycle of seismic disturb- 
ances which began in the West Indies 
almost five years ago. 
It was on 
May 8, 1902, tljat Mont Pelee, on the 
island of Martinique, burst forth with 
little warning and overwhelmed the 
city of St. Pierre with a loss of 25,- 
000 lives, almost the entire popula- 
tion. Terrible shakings of the earth 
accompanied a rain of hot vapor and 
ashes, while streams of lava ran down 
the mountain side. 


In the neighboring island of St. Vin- 
cent La Soufrere likewise broke out 
in eruption, but here the loss of life, 
while large, was less than Martini- 
que's. 


Mont Pelee continued active for 
several months and finally, on the 
night of August 30, threw out anotlier 
great voluiue of hot w-ater and red 
hot dust, engulfing the little village 
of Morne Rouge, ;where fifteen hund- 
red persons were killed almost as 
tragically as were tliuse of St. Pierre. 


lilarthquakes were feJt in Califonila 
almost contemporaneously with tihese 
later disturbances in Martinique, ana 
G'uateniala and Ecuador were likewise 
severely shaken. 


Plenty of Those in Behring Sea Never 
Seen by White Men. 


For six weeks I have been chasing 
live volcanoes In Behring Sea, writes 
Robert Dunn to Outing. I have beeik 
alone with an old squawman and an 
Aleut native in a little eleven toa 
windjammer, the Bear, owned by Ed- 
ward Lee, a Norwegian squawman. I 
•have explored two hundred and fifty 
miles of archipelago, in the suibaixilio 
seas most famous for storm, fog and 
foul -w-eather—the region of Kipling's 
"Rhiyme of the Three Sealers." 


Ashore, on the six islands visited,. 
I have been generally absolutely alone 
for days at a time. 
Most of these 
islands have never before been visit- 
ed by any white man, except squaw 
men. All contain at least one unex- 
plored and unciimbod active volcano.. 
The coasts are uncharted, thick i^ith 
"P. D.V and "E. 


I was the first to climb the new 
island in the Bogoslov group, whicU 
appeax^ed above the waves last March.. 
Such 
a 
phenomenon 
is 
extremely 
rare; the number of its occurrences 
can be counted on your fingers in the 
world's history. 


No such Island had been climbed 
or explored before so soon after its. 
birth. 
Moreover, it is stiir an ash 
cone—the active core of a submerged 
crater—in a state of wild activity. 
I 
burned all the hair off my hands and 
some off my face In ascending It 
alone, as my native refused to follow 
me. 


On the island of Umnak I located 
and climbed a volcano whose sup- 
posed existence has -vvorried the men 
of the region for years. I found It to 
have an active crater between five 
and six miles in diameter, containing 
seven cones, one of which Is still ac- 
tive. 
Tfhe volcano ranks as one of 
the greatest craters in the world. 


I climbed to the north crater of 
Mount Vsevidorf, a peak more beau- 
tiful, because snowier and more &ym* 
metrical tflmn Pujiama. After an ex^ 
citing night on an exposed ridge in 
a hurricane, my two natives quit me. 


My object has always been to get 
as near as possible to the active 
cones. They have a peculiar fascina- 
tion for me. 
All the difficulties of 
Alpine climbing are reproduced In an 
exaggerated form in tJlils region. The 
peaks are extremely sharp, and while 
nowhere more than 9,000 feet the 
snowline is often at 1,800. 


I spent twelve days ¿lone with a 
single native on the high slopes ol \ 
Mount Shlshaldln, Unlmak Island, tho 
greatest peak of the archipelago. 
It 
stormed continuously, yet we made 
one exoiUng attempt, discovering an 
inland salt lake. 


The island life as a whole 'has the 
remote and inconsequent fascination 
of the South Seas, with the added 
rigor and peril of the north. In spirit 
and atmosphere it Is an absolutely ua- 
touclied and unexplolted quarter.

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How Orphans Are Prepared For farm Homes, 


Pennsylvania Parentless Boys and Girls Made Self- 
Supporting and Sent Into the World Trained to 
Lives of Usefulness.

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. Where an average crop of 350 
bushels of wheat, 50 bushels of rye, 
300 bushels of oats, 600 bushels of 
corn, 500 bushels of potatoes, 50 
bushels of grapes, 125 bushels of tur- 
nips, 25 bushels of beets, 100 bush- 
els of string beans, 50 tons of hay, 
1000 
head of cabbage, 2000 stalks of 


celery, 2500 bushels of apples, 50 
bushels of cherries and lots of other 
fruits is raised annually, there is am- 
ple evidence that orphan children can 
run a farm. 


At Bethany Orphans' Home the 


larger boys and girls of the 135 in- 
mates" run a farm of about ninety 
acres successfully. From the fruits 
of their toi! they live and at ihe 
same time receive that physical exer- 
cise which has kept them the health- 
iest boys and girls in the State. A 
broad assertion, but for the last twen- 
ty-five years there has been practi- 
cally no illness at this place, and the 
slight attacks were such as whoop- 
ing cough or heavy colds. Epidemics 
are kept away by that watchword 
"cleanliness" and by the exercise they 
get on the farm in the open air. 


Their farming experience starts 


early. 
The little boys begin with 


gardening -when they are sis, when 
they learn how to grow flowers in a 
garden of their own. "When they get 
a year older and a little stronger 
they accompany an elder boy—who 
ias charge of one of the farm teams 
—to one of the fields, and they begin 
to pick stones, learning that to raise 
good crops the ground on the surface 
at least must be free of stones. 


Another group at this stage begin 


to learn the ins and outs of the poul- 
try business. Here they are allowed 
to construct miniature poultry plants 
of their own, and the profits they de- 
rive they are allowed to keep. They 
have poultry houses of every descrip- 
tion imaginable. 
Some of them are 


not larger than a large dry goods 
"box, others are from sir to eight feet 
In diameter, with a height of ten feet. 
Usually two of the boys club together 
and form a partnership and raise 
chickens and pigeons. It is surprising 
•what success they make out ef it. 
They pay close attention to their 
stock, and by the end of the year 
they are always on the credit side of 
the ledger account. 
This teaches 


"them to be careful business poultry- 
men, and not a few have gone from 
Womelsdorf, Pa., and have become 
practical poultry farmers, and have 
not been afraid nor ashamed to ac- 
knowledge that they obtained the 
first principles at Bethany Orphan 
Home Farm. 
• Where 135 orphans are at home 
there is always plenty of work, and 
Ihe space required for their welfare 
has to be commodious. The trustees 
of the institution lately decided that 
it was necessary to erect another 
building for the welfare of the little 
folk, from the ages of five to eight 
years. 
This means work for the 


/ little farmer boys. In the first place, 


It gave them a way to clear a large 
tract of land they had long contem- 


" plated clearing. The land was lately 


forest land and was full of roots and 
stumps. They, however, saw 
the 


practical end of the matter and fig- 
ured if they cleared the land of the 
stumps everything removed from the 
tract would be useful. They went to 
work with a vim. One of the elder 
boys was put in charge of several 
dozen younger boys with a stump 
puller. 
"Yep," he cried, and all 


hands were at the 
stump-puller, 


carrying it over a big stump. An- 
other command, and dozens of hands 
•Were outstretched and, with another 
yell ofj^'Yep!" the levers came down 


~-»-with.^- mighty pull and the stump 


slowly-but surely ascended. In this 
manner those industrious farmer boys 
cleared a large tract of land. The 
stumps they hauled off and formed a 
stump fence. 
They say this fence 


.will last twenty-five years, and then 
the stumpp ''.an still be used for fuel 
purposes. 
-»e stones they dug out 


-of this tr& 
.vere used for the foun- 


dation wal -*bf the new cottage to be 
Tjsed by th . little ones. Finally the 
reward was apparent; they would 
iave a clear piece of land upon which 
-they could'raise good crops; and how 
•delighted those boys were that their 


* farm was increased by at least four 


or five acres! In the same manner 
they cut down the giant trees stand- 
ing on the other side of the present 
buildings upon which the new build- 
Ing is to be erected. The larger logs 
they hauled to the sawmill, or they 
made beams ont of them to be used 
In the construction of the new build- 
Ing. 


• 
They are fearless little toilers, and 


never seem to get tired of their work. 
They love gardening, and the large 
garden they keep in a systematic 
order, where each one of the boys has 
-a certain duty assigned. One does 
this and the other something else. 
-Three little boys are known as chick- 
en mii 
-s. They do nothing except 


watch 
t none of the chickens get 


into tl 
garden. 
Another trio are 


the wet 
s, and they keep the weeds 


out of t: respective parts of the gar- 
^en assii -^ to them. Another group 
'does the ,, renting. Ancther attends 
'to the drtviage and watering of the 
plants. Others do the hoeing, and 
the girls come in to do the gathering 
of the vegetables and prepare them 
.ready to be put on the table. 


The farm buildings are complete 


In every respect. The barn is large 
and commodious, and is equipped 
with all the Improvements. The in- 
terior is handily arranged. The boys 
know how to care for their cattle, 
and they keep them nice and clean. 
The horses are always well curried. 


What does such an army of little 


hnsybodies do in winter time? Lota 
of work, to be sure! They have their 
own school on the premises, where 
they have school ten .months of the 
year. The school day is divided into 
two periods. One of those is granted 
to them as a recess period, and the 
smaller boys devote this period to 
play, while the larger boys devote 
the time to work. In summer and 
fall they do field work, such as plow- 
ing and harrowing, sowing and com 
husking, while in winter this period 
is devoted to sewing. Boys sewing? 
Surely, and how grandly they do ir, 
too! 
Under the charge of an ex- 


perienced teacher, both the boys and 
girls learn to sew. They enter the 
sewing room at the age of seven 
years, when they begin work at darn- 
ing stockings, which they are able 
to do within a few weeks. After they 
have been in the sewing-room for at 
least a year they are able to mend 
all their own clothes, and by the time 
they leave the home, at the age of 
eighteen, they are expert littie tail- 
ors, able to do all kinds of sewing. 
The girls are also started on darning 
stockings, but before they leave the 
institution they are able to do any 
kind and all kinds of needlework. 
They make their own bedclothes, 
their own garments and do lots of 
fancy work, which they dispose of at 
special sales held on their annivers- 
ary day, which generally comes in 
August The money they derive from 
this work goes to the treasury, and 
it all will be used for their own wel- 
fare. 


The girls not only do the milkln 


on this farm, but they do a great 
deal of outdoor work. 
During the 


vegetable season in summer time they 
also work in the gardens and in the 
fields. 
One little band of girls is 


known as the "bean pickers," and 
every other morning, when beans are 
in season, they go off to the fields 
with their baskets and pick the beans. 
They come back merrily 
singing 


church songs and empty the beans so 
gathered in the kitchen, where twc 
or three dozen other girls sit around 
the bean pile and pull off the strings. 


Before the average girl leaves the 


Bethany Farm she has learned to be 
a first-class cook, and knows how tc 
bake besides. Every girl has to be- 
come before she is eighteen years of 
age an expert in the line of cooking, 
which she learns from a woman at- 
tendant who is constantly in charge 
of the cooking-room, and teaches 
them how to do the work right. Ir 
this same manner they are tanght to 
bake good bread and pastry, all es- 
sential things not to be despised on 
the average American farm. 


There is no laziness at this farm, 


where boys and girls work together 
so -willingly. They begin their day's 
work at 5 o'clock in the morning, 
when they rise, wash themselves, and 
go to the chapel to say their prayers. 
After breakfast, which soon follows, 
they go to their respective work, 
and if it is vacation they work nntil 
11.30 o'clock. The afternoon period 
lasts until 5 p. m. If the work is all 
finished that they were expected to 
do the evening hours are free tc 
themselves. 
Should the jobs have 


not been completed, they ara usually 
finished after the supper hour. la 
the winter a couple of hours are de- 
voted to preparing their lessons. 
Their schooling is of the very bestj 
and when those practical young farm- 
ers go away from Bethany they not 
only know how to cultivate the soil, 
but they have become proficient in 
all the branches required for them 
to be able to enter normal or trade 
schools, while others are able to pass 
successfully examinations which en- 
title them to teach in the public 
schools of the State. 


When they are eighteen r 2-rs ol 


age they are free to go oat i o the 
world and make their own living. 
The good character they have ob- 
tained while in the Institution, their 
manual training and the honesty of 
purpose they have acquired have 
fitted them so well for the duties of 
life that the cases are few and far 
between -where Bethany boys and 
girls make no success of life. 


One other thing before closing thif 


article about the orphan farmers is 
that they are able to leave with z 
good moral training. Their religious 
life has not been neglected while 
here. They are fortified against the 
wicked world by a large number oi 
teachers and by the Rev. Mr. More 
and his wife, the superintendent and 
matron. They have regular services 
and Sunday-school on the premises, 
and they are taught the \Tord of God 
while they are still young, as they 
have to say their prayers before par- 
taking of their meals and before they 
lay their weary bodies down to rest 
at night. 


This training has not been in vain, 


as some, of those who have gone from 
this place have become good preach- 
ers and reformers In other work, 
while others hare become leaders la 
society as well as in the various pro-

Such temperatures are the distant 
Alpine heights, ever and ever so far higher than the slight ascent to which 
we have so tediously arrived.—Harper's Magazine.

"^here an average crop of 350 
busliels of wheat, 50 bushels of rye, 
300 bushels of oats, 600 bushels of 
corn, BOO bushels of potatoes, 50 
bushels of grapes, 125 bushels of tur- 
nips, 25 bushels of beets, 100 bush- 
els of string beans. 50 tons of hay, 
1000 head of cabbage. 2000 stalks of 
celery, 2500 bushels of apples, 50 
bushels of cherries and lots of other 
fruits is raised annually, there Is am- 
ple evidence that orphan children can 
jrun a farm. 


At Bethany Orphans' Home tha 
larger boys and girls of the 135 In- 
mates' run a farm of about ninety 
acres successfully. 
From the fruits 
of their toil they live and at the 
same time receive that physical exer- 
cise which has kept them the health- 
iest boys and girls In the State. 
A 
broad assertion, but for the last twen- 
ty-five years there has been practi- 
cally no illness at this place, and the 
•slight attacks were such as whoop- 
ing cough or heavy colds. 
Epidemics 
are kept away by that watchword 
•"cleanliness" and by the exercise they 
get on the farm in the open air. 


Their 
farming experience 
starts 
«arly. 
The little boys begin with 
gardening when they are six, when 
they learn how to grow flowers in a 
garden of their own. 
When they get 
a year older and a little stronger 
they accompany an elder boy—who 
has charge of one of the farm teams 
~ t o one of the fields, and they begin 
to pick stones, learning that to raise 
good crops the ground on the surface 
at least must be free of stones. 


Another group at this stage begin 
to learn the Ins and outs of the poul- 
try businene. 
Here they are allowed 
to construct miniature poultry plants 
of their own, and the profits they de- 
rive they are allowed to keep. 
They 
liave poultry houses of every descrip- 
tion Imaginable. 
Some of them are 
not larger than a large dry goods 
box, others are fro.m six to eight feet 
In diameter, with a height of ten feet. 
Usually two of the boys club together 
and 
form a partnership and raise 
chlckfens and pigeons. It is surprising 
"What success they make out of it. 
They pay close attention 
to 
their 
stock, and by the end of the year 
they are always on the credit side of 
the 
ledger 
account. 
This teaches 
them to be careful business poultry- 
men, and not a feAV have gone from 
Womelsdorf, Pa., and have become 
practical poultry farmers, and have 
not been afraid nor ashamed to ac- 
knowledge that 
they obtained the 
first 
principles at Bethany Orphan 
Home Farm. 


Where 135 orphans are at home 
there Is always plenty of work, and 
the space required for their welfare 
lias to be commodious. 
The trustees 
of the institution lately decided that 
It was necessary to 
erect 
another 
building for the welfare of the little 
folk, from the ages of five to eight 
years. 
This means work for the 
little farmer boys. In the first place. 
It gave them a way to clear a large 
tract of land they had long contem- 
plated clearing. 
The land was lately 
iorest land and was full of roots and 
stumps. 
They, however, 
saw 
the 
practical end of the matter and fig- 
ured if they cleared the land of the 
fitumps everything removed from the 
tract would be useful. They went to 
work with a vim. 
One of the elder 
boys was put in charge of several 
dozen younger boys with a stump 
puller. 
"Yep," he cried, 
and

were 
at

stump-puller, 
carrying it over a big stump.

other command, and dozens of hands 
were outstretched and, with another 
yell of7^*Yep!" the levers came down

slowly-but surely ascended.

cleared a large tract of land.

stump fence.

Finally the 
reward was apparent; they would 
have a clear piece of land upon which 
they could'raise good crops; and how 
delighted those boys were that their 
farm was increased by at least four 
or five acres!

ing on the other side of the present 
buildings upon which the new build- 
ing is to be erected. The larger logs 
they hauled to the sawmill, or they 
made beams out of them to be used

What does such an army of little 
busybodies do In winter time? 
Lots 
of work, to be sure! 
They have their 
own school on the premises, where 
they have school ten .months of the 
year. 
The school day is divided into 
two periods. 
One of those Is granted 
to them as a recess period, and the 
smaller boys devote this period to 
play, while the larger boys devote 
the time to work. 
In summer and 
fall they do field work, such as plow- 
ing and harrowing, sowing and corn 
husking, while in winter this period 
Is devoted to sewing. 
Boys sewing? 
Surely, and how grandly they do It, 
too! 
Under the charge of an ex- 
perienced teacher, both the boys and 
girls learn to sew. 
They enter the 
sewing room at the age 
of 
seven 
years, when they begin work at darn- 
ing stockings, which they are able 
to do within a few weeks. After they 
have been in the sewing-room for at 
least a year they are able to mend 
all their own clothes, and by the time 
they leave the home, at the ago of 
eighteen, they are expert little tail- 
ors, able to do all kinds of sewing. 
The girls are also started on darning 
stockings, but before they leave the 
institution they are able to do any 
kind and all kinds of needlework. 
They make their 
own 
bedclothes, 
their own garments and do lots of 
fancy work, which they dispose of at 
special sales held on their annivers- 
ary day, which generally comes in 
August. 
The money they derive from 
this work goes to the treasury, and 
it all will be used for their own wel- 
fare. 


The girls not only do the milking 
on this farm, but they do a great 
deal of outdoor work. 
During the 
vegetable season in summer time they 
also work in the gardens and in the 
fields. 
One little band of girls is 
known as the "bean pickers," and 
every other morning, when beans arg 
in season, they go off to the fields 
with their baskets and pick the beans, 
They 
come 
back 
merrily 
singing 
church songs and empty the beans sa 
gathered in the kitchen, where two 
or three dozen other girls sit around 
the bean pile and pull off the strings, 
Before the average girl leaves the 
Bethany Farm she has learned to be 
a first-class cook, and knows how to 
bake besides. 
Every girl has to be- 
come before she Is eighteen years of 
age an expert in the line of cooking, 
which she learns from a woman at- 
tendant who is constantly in charge 
of the cooking-room, and 
teaches 
them how to do the work right. ID 
this same manner they are taught tc 
bake good bread and pastry, all es- 
sential things not to be despised on 
the average American farm. 


There is no laziness at this farm 
where boys and girls work together 
so willingly. 
They begin their day's 
work at 5 o'clock in the morning 
when they rise, wash themselves, and 
go to the chapel to say their prayers 
After breakfast, which soon follows 
they go to their respective work 
and if it is vacation they work until 
11.30 o'clock. 
The afternoon period 
lasts until 5 p. m. 
If the work Is all 
finished that they were expected to 
do the evening hours are free to 
themselves. 
Should the jobs have 
not been completed, they are usually 
finished 
after the supper hour. 
In 
the winter a couple of hours are de- 
voted to 
preparing 
their 
lessons. 
Their schooling is of the very best^ 
and when those practical young farm- 
ers go away from Bethany they not 
only know how to cultivate the soil, 
but they have become proficient in 
all the branches required for them 
to be able to enter normal or trade 
schools, while others are able to pass 
successfully examinations which en- 
title them to teach in the 
publio 
schools of the State. 


When they are eighteen r ars ol 
age they are free to go out i 
o the 
world and make their own living. 
The good character they have ob- 
tained while In the Institution, their 
manual training and the honesty of 
purpose they have acquired 
have 
fitted them so well for the duties of 
life that the cases are few and far 
between where Bethany boys and 
girls make no success of life. 


One other thing before closing thif 
article about the orphan farmers U 
that they are able to leave with a 
good moral training. 
Their religious 
life has not been 
neglected 
while 
here. 
They are fortified against the 
wicked world by a large number ol 
teachers and by the liev. Mr. More 
and his wife, the superintendent and 
matron. 
They have regular services 
an(i Sunday-school on the premises, 
and they are taught the Word of God 
while they are still young, as they 
have to say their prayers before par- 
taking of their meals and before they 
lay their weary bodies down to rest 
at night.

We see, then, that if men cannot control' the conditions that make for 
large diamonds they, at least, understand them. 
It Is, in all likelihood, a 
matter of a comparatively short time when the diamond will have been con- 
quered as absolutely as the ruby. 


With this final temperature of 5200 degrees C. we have reached the lim- 
it of man's present attainment. 
On looking back, we see that every step 
in temperature he has so far taken has led him just so far along the path 
to universal conquest—the absolute conquest which he is destined ultimate- 
ly to make. 


But in this phase of temperature alone he has still far to go. We have 
had evidence from many sources that even In the sun, which Is by no means 
the hottest of the heavenly bodies, and which yet possesses temperatures 
Uiat transcend anything we know on earth, the very elements of matter He 
there disintegrated into simpler forms. 
Such temperatures are the distant 
Alpine heights, ever and ever so far higher than the slight ascent to which 
we have so tediously arrived.—Harper's Magazine,

You can 
no more cheat in those two sports than in a game of cards; you would be 
crowded out of society Jf you tried. 


To baseball there are mtiny objections; still I would not advocate its dis- 
continuance, because it is so popular. 
Some forms of track sport are also 
objectionable. 
In it there is too much cheating on record. 


Hockey is altogether too rough. It requires team work, and I must say 
that I have no use for a game that requires that. It is not open enough and, 
as in basket ball, its rules have been distorted. 


I have explained my objections to football. 
I know it is pppular but, 
as I have said, the university would not suffer a particle if there were no 
more football. 
Lacrosse has not been played at Harvard long enough for 
me to express my opinion pn its merits. 


I cannot say too much in favor of rowing. 
Not only is there an ab- 
sence of cheating, but it Is the most hesftMul and interesting as well as one 
of the two most honorable sporti. 
Tennis can be played with prolt by any 
o&e. All it requires is Individual skill and brains. 
TUerd is no underhanded 
work to it.

CONTRACTOR MADE 
HUGE PROFITS 


Harrisburg, PaM March 20. — The 
capitol 
investigating committee re­ 
sumed its inquiry into the cost of tho 
Hew state capitol. 
The 
testimony 
showed that John H. Sanderson & 
Company, of Philadelphia, contractors 
for furnishing the capitol, was paid 
by the state $90,748.40 for the rostrums 
in the senate and house caucus rooms. 
The sub-contractors for this work tes­ 
tified that he was paid $2060 by San­ 
derson for these rostrums. The testi­ 
mony 
of 
the 
same 
sub-contractor 
showed that Sanderson’s profit on the 
finished woodwork in 14 other rooms 
in 
the 
building amounted to $126,* 
645.60. 


Murray Gibson, who was an unsuc­ 
cessful bidder against Sanderson for 
the contract for decorating and paint­ 
ing the building, testified that (here 
was a difference of $1.99^6 a foot in 
favor of the state in his bid and that 
of Sanderson, and that if the state had 
accepted his bid the state would have 
saved more than $600,000 on this item 
alone, and he (Gibson) would have 
made a nice profit. 


None of the witnesses who were ask­ 
ed about the “per foot” and the "per 
pound’* rule under which Sanderson 
was paid for the capitol furnishings 
ever heard of this rule until it was 
employed in the furnishing of the 
new copitol. 
The testimony showed 
that there were also large profits in 
the contracts for the parquetry floor­ 
ing and the thermostats in the build­ 
ing. 


John F. Wilt, of Philadelphia, sub­ 
contractor for finished v^oodwork in 
the building, was the first witness. Ho 
furnished for Payne & Company the 
doors, picture rail, chair rail and the 
wainscoting and woodwork in various 
rooms to the amount of $154,200 and 
some extras. He also did some work 
for Sanderson, Including the rostrums 
for the senate and house caucus rooms 
amounting to $2060, and the supreme 
court room rostrum for $2596. 


Mr. Wilt said he had an under­ 
standing with Architect Huston that a 
great deal of the finished woodwork 
which he furnished should be “putty 
composition.” It was an imitation of 
mahogany and cost 50 pe^ cent, less 
than mahogany. 


James Cameron, auditor for the cap­ 
itol 
investigating 
commission, 
was 
called to show the cost to the state of 
the rostrums in the senate and house 
caucus rooms. He produced the Hem 
ized accounts of Sanderson, which 
showed that he was paid $90,748.40 for 
these two rostrums, a profit to the con­ 
tractor of $88,688.80. 
Mr. Cameron 
was then asked by Mr. Scarlet to say 
what the designed woodwork in 14 
other rooms of the capitol cast the 
state. These rooms, Mr. Wilt testified, 
were finished by his firm for Sander 
son for $28,724. Mr. Cameron testified 
that the cost to the state for this 
work was $155,369.60, a profit to San­ 
derson of $126,645.80. 


The electric fixtures in the new capi­ 
tol are lacquered instead of being solid 
gold mercurial finish, as required by 
the specifications, according to the tes­ 
timony of a witness before the capitol 
investigating commission. This testi­ 
mony was given by John Maene, of 
Philadelphia, who designed many or

The log-rolling was invested with 
all the interest that attaches to an 
athletic game and festival as well.

Car Situation in Germany. 
^ 


J. I. Brittain, consul at Kelil, re­ 
ports that since the montfh of May 
tho German coal industry has been 
unable to cope w ith the demand.* 
* 
The greatest cause of the scarcity 
(of cars) is the extraordinary activity 
in the iron and steel industry. 
For 
the first half of 1906 nearly 700,000 
more cars of coal, coke and patent 
fuel were delivered by the syndicate 
than during the corresponding per­ 
iod of last year, and the daily dis­ 
patch of cars has frequently exceed­ 
ed 21,000 in number. 
The Prussian 
State railway authorities have been 
severely criticised in consequence of 
the shortage of railway cars. 
Thus, 
during June, although 
221,991 more 
cars were available than in June, 1905, 
the shortage amounted to nearly 1,000 
cars a day. But, on the oilier hand, 
it is questioned ev<?n with this short­ 
age made good, if it would have been 
possible to supply the demand. 
The 
m arked scarcity of cars at this time 
of the year is all the more disquiet­ 
ing, since the farmers will shortly 
be drawing heavily upon all available 
railway rolling stock to move agricul­ 
tural produce. 
The result of this de­ 
ficit in the number of cars supplied 
has been that in several collieries 
the miners have been compelled tem­ 
porarily to stop work, 
a 
measure 
which in these days of high wages 
is a costly matter.—Daily Consular

pective buyers have to be satisfied 
with these replicas. 


If, however, it is seen that they 
mean business the 
insurance 
com­ 
pany is notified and, according to the 
American Magazine, a heavy premi* 
um paid by the owners for the re­ 
moval of the stone from the strong 
room of the bank. 


This gem is twice as big as the 
biggest egg the biggest hen ever laid, 
weighs a pound and a third, and is 
invaluable. Nobody knows what it is 
worth, but $5,000,000 is a reasonable 
price. 


So prosaic is the civilized com­ 
merce of today that this vast treas­ 
ure was merely sealed up in a tin 
box registered as a postal packet and 
sent through the mail as though it 
were a geological specimen. 


It was received from South Africa 
at the London office of the Premier 
Diamond Mining Company, Limited, 
and measures were taken at once to 
insure it for about half its value—say 
$2,500,000.

it is certain that a man cannot 
think and act energetically unless 
his nerves and muscles are in good 
working order* 
Muscles that are 
never used get flabby and soft; they 
become incapable of obeying the will 
promptly and effectively. 
The effects 
on the nerves that control them are 
equally bad. 
They lose their power 
of responding vividly. 
They cannot 
be relied upon to do expert work. 
President G. Stanley Hall, of Clark 
University,^ calls the flabby muscle 
the chasm between willing and doing. 


Enough exercise, then, to keep the 
muscles of the body firm and sensi­ 
tive is what we aim at. 
For a man 
whose chief business in life is hard 
work, there is little to be gained in 
building up muscular tissue beyond 
that point. 
He may do it for recrea­ 
tion if he likes; but that is a different 
matter. 


Many of us come to dislike the 
thought of exercise. 
The very word 
suggests conscientious and disagree­ 
able quarter-hours spent with dumb­ 
bells or pulley-weights in the solitude 
of one’s apartment, or, worse yet, on 
the floor of a gymnasium. 
There­ 
fore, I do not propose an elaborate 
system of private gymnastics. 
If a 
man forces himself to carry on exer­ 
cise simply because he thinks it’s his 
duty, more than half its benefits are 
lost. 
For a really valuable exercise 
is one which reaches beyond the mus* 
cles and the digestive organs; 
ii 
braces up and stimulates the mind. 


When a man is being bored to 
death, he is not deriving the mosi 
benefit from his occupation, even 
though that occupation may be a 
strenuous half-hour of chest weights. 


The kind of exercise that hits the 
mark is the kind a man likes for its 
own sake; and the kind a man likes 
for its own sake has something of the 
play-spirit in it—the life and go of a 
good game. 
It will give a chance for 
some rivalry, a definite goal to aim 
at, a point to win; something, in 
other words, to enlist his interest and 
arouse his enthusiasm. 


The good a man gets out of a brisk 
horseback ride ‘in the park is some­ 
thing more than what comes simply 
from the activity of his muscular sys­ 
tem or from the effect of the con­ 
stant jolting upon the digestive or­ 
gans. 
There is the stimulus to the 
whole system which comes from his 
filling his lungs with fresh, out-of* 
door air. 
There is the exhilaration 
of sunshine and blue sky and of the 
wind on the skin. 
There is the ex­ 
citement of controlling a restive ani­ 
mal. All this makes the phenomenon 
a 
complex 
one— something 
much 
larger than the mere term exercise 
would imply. 
A man could sit on a 
mechanical horse in a gymnasium 
and be jolted all day without getting 
any of these larger effects. 


Exercise should not be too severe 
Many ambitious people injure them­ 
selves through trying to accomplish 
too much along this line. Where the 
mind is already tired the body can 
only lose by a few moments of violeni 
exertion. 
Exercise breaks down tis­ 
sue, exhausts nerve energy. 
If any 
good is to be gained from it this 
body waste must be repaired. 
Bui 
when the system is already exhaust­ 
ed, it cannot afford an additional ex­ 
penditure. 
A city man with a con­ 
science is in danger of making too 
hard work of his exercise when he 
takes it at all. 


Tennis is a game that nervous, ex­ 
citable, overworked people like to 
play. 
They ought to avoid it. 
It 
works them too hard and too fast. 
Instead of resting them it wears them 
out. 
j 


There is no better outdoor exor­ 
cise for a city man than a game of 
golf. 
The alternate activity and rest 
that it provides for, the deep breath­ 
ing caused by the necessary hill 
climbing, the sociability of the game 
-—all these are admirable features. 
Rowing, paddling, bowling, tramping 
—any form of recreation that brings 
a variety of physical exertion and 
that appeals to a man's interest and 
enthusiasm— belong in the class ol 
“A -l” exercises. 


A splendid exercise is deep breath­ 
ing. After your breakfast and lunch, 
as you are walking on the street, 
breathe just as deeply as you can ten 
times in succession. 
Then breathe 
normally for a minute. 
Then take 
ten more deep breaths, 
Do this foui 
or five times the first day and in­ 
crease it by one round every day 
until you are taking i:om 300 to 400 
deep breaths daily as a regular habit. 
This consumes no time. 
You do it 
while you are walking on the street. 
It improves the action of the dia­ 
phragm. It stimulates the circulation 
of the blood in the head. It increases 
the activity of the intestinal move­ 
ments. 
It costs no money. 
Right 
there, perhaps, lies the chief diffi­ 
culty with it. 
If each breath cost a 
man a cent, a great many more men 
would cultivate the habit.—From ar­ 
ticle in World's Work.

During the year 1905, compared 
with the decennium 1S91-1900, there 
has been a saving of 19,5S4 lives, rep­ 
resenting a gain to the community 
of 757,016 years of life capital. There 
has been a continued fall in th§ Lon­ 
don death rate, which is now nearly 
thirty per cent, lower than at the 
coming into operation of the Public 
Health (London) act, 1S91. 


Out of a population of 4,684,794 
the actual number of deaths during 
the year was 70,442, or 15.1 per 
1000. 
In 1841-50 the rate was 24.8, 
and in 1891 17.1. 


Both marriage and birth rates of 
London are decreasing, touching the 
lowest on record in 1905.

The death rate from consumption 
is one-half that of forty years ago. A 
vagancy census taken on the night of 
February 17 revealed 1869 men and 
312 women sleeping in the streets, in 
staircases or under arches. 
On the 
same night 2 3,690 persons slept in 
common lodging houses and shelters.

Lifo History of tho Eel. 


The mystery which has so long 
shrouded certain important facts in 
the life history of the eel are being 
gradually cleared up. It is now some 
time since a group of sinall-headed 
transparent and ribbon-shaped fish, 
named by naturalists Leptocephalia, 
were identified as the young of vari­ 
ous species of eel. Among these Ital­ 
ian naturalists recognized the one 
named Leptocephalus brevirostris as 
the young of the common eel. It was 
further determined that eels spawn 
in the Mediterranean in comparative­ 
ly deep and warm water. 
The most 
recent information as to the spawn­ 
ing place of the eel is to be found in 
the journal of the Marine Biological 
Association. Drs. Schmidt and Peter­ 
sen, of the International Fisheries In­ 
vestigation Association, have found

young eels, in the depths of the At­ 
lantic.

The explanation of so immense I 
production of potatoes by Germany ii 
found in the fact that the free distil 
lation of alcohol for use in the artj 
has been a powerful stimulus to farn 
industry. 
Farming Jn some districti 
of the empire has been made posslbh 
only because of the ability of the peo 
pie to produce cheap alcohol, and 
many farms owe their very existence 
to their distilleries. 


Not only has free alcohol been a 
stimulus to agriculture, but it ha* 
been of incalculable value in many 
lines of commercial develoi>ment, and 
has added greatly in raising Germany 
to her present industrial station.— 
Boston Globe. 


A "large tract of 3500 acres near 
Green Bay, Wis., will be drained and 
used for raising celery.

T lit E m blem atic E gg. 


There is a great diversity of opinion 
among the curious in such matters in 
regard to the origin and emblamatic 
meaning of the Easter *gg. 
The egg 
was once regarded as a symbol of the 
world, and ancient pagan temples in 
consequence were sometimes built in 
an oral form. 
This typiflcation 
is 
found in almost every Oriental cosmog­ 
ony, 
The egg, as a sacred symbol, is 
still used in the rites of the Beltein, 
which are unquestionably of heathen 
origin. Many writers, however, believe 
the custom of making presents of dyed 
eggs at Easter to be a relic of ancient 
Catholicism, 


Tho recent death of the crested 
screamer, or chakar, at tine United 
States Zoological Park, says a W ash­ 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Sun, calls attention to what is iu 
many respects the m ost interesting 
species among the feathered notables. 


For several years this bird, perhaps 
the rarest in all the zoological paiits 
of the world, could be seen and heard 
in the national park, but its voice is 
hushed forever. 
Voice was one of its 
strongest points, as might be inferred 
from its name. 


The specimen was procured by Dr. 
Frank Baker some .years ago, and has 
been an object of ajcLmiration for thou­ 
sands of people who have visited the 
park, although few knew how rare the 
the bird was in captivity or of its 
problematic pedigree. 


The crested screamer is from the 
South Amertcan pampas, where it was 
once found in countless numbers; but, 
as Professor Hudson, the naturalist, 
says, “It is passing before a higher 
civilization, the pitiless enemy of all 
bird life.” The chakar, it seems, does 
not thrive in captivity, although of 
domestic characteristics »when free on 
the Southern plains. There are speci­ 
mens in Regent’s Park, London, and 
possibly one in the Zoological Park in 
New York. 


About the size of a swan, a pale 
claty blue in color, with two spurs on 
each wing, evidently for protection in 
comibat, it is both beautiful and pic­ 
turesque. 
The order to which it be­ 
longs 
is 
a 
subject of controversy 
ampng the great authorities. 


Professors Parker and Huxlew place 
it with the geese, while the late Pro­ 
fessor Garrod, to quote from Dr. Hud­ 
son, the La Plata naturalist, found 
for various reasons that the chakar 
could not be classed with the anserine 
birds; tha/t it m ust have sprung from 
the primary avian stock when there 
occurred a general breakup of the an­ 
cient terrestrial bird type, and when 
the acquisition of wings brought many 
intruders into domains already occu­ 
pied, giving rise to a new straggle for 
existence, and bringing out many spe­ 
cial qualities by means of natural se­ 
lection. 


But all authorities agree that the 
(bird appears to be the last descendant 
of an ancient family with few or no 
connections—in fact, with a pedigree 
lost in the night of incalculable an­ 
tiquity. 


The chakar does not seem to have 
any prototypes, and for this reason 
Professor Hudson says: “This bird 
appeals to the aesthetic feelings in 
man more than any species with 
•which I am acquainted.” 
The voice 
of this bird is its chief characteristic 
and Professor Hudson, »who reported 
some years ago on 
the pampas of 
South America, said: ’“Although ac­ 
customed to hearing these birds from 
childhood, I have often been aston­ 
ished a t some new effect produced by 
a large number singing under certain 
conditions.” 
0 


On th e ir native plains the cliakars 
often assemble in immense flocks, and 
in those gatherings all sing in con­ 
cert, in which there is said to be 
something 
strangely 
impressive. 
Speaking of one o^ these concerts, 
Dr. Hudson says: 


“We were eating supper in a rancho 
when suddenly the entire multitude of 
ibirds," covering the marsh for miles, 
burst forth into a tremendous eve­ 
ning song. 
It is impossible to de1 
scribe the effect of this mighty rush 
of sound, hut let the reader try to 
imagine half a million voices, each 
far more 
powerful 
than that one 
which «makes itself heard all over Re­ 
gent’s Park, bursting forth on the si­ 
lent atmosphere of that dark and 
lonely plain. 
I was overcome with 
astonishment, while the air, and even 
thé frail rancho, seemed to be trem b­ 
ling in that transport of sound,” 


On their native pampas these bird« 
sing at intervals during the night. 
The first song is a t 9 o'clock, the sec­ 
ond at midnight, and the third just 
before daiwn. 


But It waa la Italy almost three 
years later that the next disaster of 
fairly 
comparable 
magnitude 
took 
place. 
By tho eruption of Moun Ve­ 
suvius, September 8, 1905, 700 persons 
were killed and more than 2,000 in­ 
jured. 
Fully 100,000 persons were 
rendered homeless by the descent of 
hot ashes ruining their homes. 
The 
property loss was conservatively esti­ 
mated at $5,000,000. 


This proved only a seven months* 
horror, for on April 18, 1906, a terrific 
shock, 'believed to be due to a slip­ 
ping of giant strata, destroyed most 
of the business section of San Fran­ 
cisco, and fire catching in the ruins 
and raging for several days spread 
the destruction into the residence sec­ 
tions. 
Owing to the large foreign and! 
especially 
Chinese 
population, 
in 
whose quarters most destruction was 
wrought, the loss of life was never 
accurately known, but was variously 
estimated at from three "hundred to 
two thousand. The property loss,like- 
'Wtfse the subject of widely varying 
estimates, undoubtedly exceeded >150,- 
000,000. 


Not three months elapsed before 
the next of the series of earthquake 
horrors. 
Then Chile was the victim 
of a very severe earthquake, whicfe 
centered its force around Valpariao 
and Santiago. 
The handsome sea­ 
port of the republic suffered immense 
damage, most of the public buildings- 
being destroyed or badly wrecked and 
the better quarters of the city being: 
swept by fire, which raged for five 
days almost unchecked.

Rccycle of Seismic Crashes is Now 


Complete. 


The Jamaican earthquake completes 
in a way the cycle of seismic disturb­ 
ances which began in the West Indies 
almost five years ago. 
It was on 
May 8, 1902, that Mont Pelee, on the 
island of Martinique, burst forth with 
little warning and overwhelmed the 
city of St. Pierre with a loss of 25,- 
000 lives, almost the entire popula­ 
tion, 
Terrible shakings of the earth 
accompanied a rain of hot vapor and 
ashes, while streams of lava ran down 
the mountain side. 


In the neighboring island of St. Vin­ 
cent La Soufrere likewise broke out 
in eruption, but here the loss of life, 
while large, was less than Martini­ 
que’s. 


Mont Pelee continued active for 
several months and finally, on the 
night of August 30, threw out another 
great volume of hot 'water and red 
hot dust, engulfing the little village 
of Morne Rouge, ythere fifteen hund­ 
red persons were killed almost as 
tragically as were those of St. Pierre. 


Earthquakes were felt in California 
almost contemporaneously with these 
later disturbances in Martinique, ana 
Guatemala and Ecuador were likewise 
severely shaken. 


Plenty of Those in Behring Sea Never 
Seen by White Men. 


For six weeks I have been chasing 
live volcanoes in Behring Sea, w rites 
Robert Dunn to Outing. 
I have beeik 
alone with an old squawman and an 
Aleut native in a little eleven ton 
windjammer, the Bear, owned by Eid- 
ward Lee, a Norwegian squawman. I 
•have explored two hundred aud fifty 
miles of archipelago, in the subarctic 
seas most famous for storm, fog and 
foul weather—the region of Kipling’s 
“Rhiyme of the Three Sealers.” 


Ashore, on the six islands visited,. 


I have been generally absolutely alone 
for days at a time. 
Most of these 
islands have never before been visit­ 
ed by any white man, except squaw 
men. All contain at least one unex­ 
plored and unclimbed active volcano. 
The coasts are uncharted, thick With 
“P. D /s” and “E. D.’s.” 


I was the first to climb the new 
island in the Bogoslov group, which 
appeared above the waves last March. 
Such 
a 
phenomenon 
is 
extremely 
rare; the number of its occurrences 
can be counted on your fingers in the 
world’s history. 


No such island had been climbed 
or explored before so soon after its 
birth. 
Moreover, it is stiH an ash 
cone—the active core of a submerged 
crater—in a state of wilid activity. 
I 
burned all the hair off my hands and 
some off my face in ascending It 
alone, as my native refused to follow 
me. 


On the island of Umnak I located 
and climbed a volcano whose sup­ 
posed existence has worried the men 
of the region for years. I found it to 
have an active crater between five 
and six miles in diameter, containing 
seven cones, one of which is still ac­ 
tive, 
The volcano Tanks as one of * 
the greatest craters in the world. 


I climbed to the north crater of 
Mount Vsevidorf, a peak more beau­ 
tiful, because snowier and more sym* 
metrical than Fujiama. 
After an ex­ 
citing night on an exposed ridge In 
a hurricane, my two natives quit me. 


My object has always been to get 
as near as possible to the active 
cones. 
They have a peculiar fascina­ 
tion for me, 
All the difficulties of 
Alpine climbing are reproduced in an 
exaggerated form in this region. The 
peaks are extremely sharp, and while 
nowhere more than 9,000 feet the 
snowline Is often at 1,800. 


I spent twelve days ¿lone with a 
single native on the high slopes of,* 
Mount Shishaldin, Unimak Island, the 
greatest peak of the archipelago. 
It 
stormed continuously, yet we made 
one exciting attempt, discovering an 
inland salt lake. 


The island life as a whole has the 
remote and inconsequent fascination 
of the South Seas, with the added 
rigor and peril of the north. In spirit 
and atmosphere it is an absolutely un­ 
touched and unexploited quarter.

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How Orphans Are Prepared For Farm Homes, 


Pennsylvania Parentless Boys and Girls Made Self- 
Supporting and Sent Into the World Trained to 
Lives of Uselulness. 
• • 
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^Vhere an average crop of 350 
bushels of wheat, 50 bushels of rye, 
300 bushels of oats, 600 bushels of 
corn, 500 bushels of potatoes, 50 
bushels of grapes, 125 bushels of tur­ 
nips, 25 bushels of beets, 100 bush­ 
els of string beans, 50 tons of hay, 
1000 head of cabbage, 2000 stalks of 
celery, 2500 bushels of apples, 50 
bushels of cherries and lots of other 
fruits Is raised annually, there Is am­ 
ple evidence that orphan children can 
jrun a farm. 


At Bethany Orphans* Home th£ 
larger boys and girls of the 135 in­ 
mates 1 run a farm of about ninety 
acres successfully. 
From the fruits 
of their toil they live and at the 
same time receive that physical exer­ 
cise which has kept them the health­ 
iest boys and girls in the State. 
A 
broad assertion, but for the last twen­ 
ty-five years there has been practi­ 
cally no illness at this place, and the 
-slight attacks were such as whoop­ 
ing cough or heavy colds. Epidemics 
are kept away by that watchword 
4,cleanliness” and by the exercise they 
get on the farm in the open air. 


Their farming experience starts 
«arly. 
The little boys begin with 
gardening when they are six, when 
they learn how to grow flowers in a 
garden of their own. 
When they get 
a year older and a little stronger 
they accompany an elder boy— who 
has charge of one of the farm teams 
«—to one of the fields, and they begin 
to pick stones, learning that to raise 
good crops the ground on the surface 
at least must be free of stones. 


Another group at this stage begin 
to learn the ins and outs of the poul­ 
try business. 
Here they are allowed 
to construct miniature poultry plants 
of their own, and the profits they de­ 
rive they are allowed to keep. They 
have poultry houses of every descrip­ 
tion imaginable. 
Some of them are 
not larger than a large dry goods 
box, others are frqm six to eight feet 
In diameter, with a height of ten feet. 
Usually two of the boys club together 
and form a partnership and raise 
chickfens and pigeons. It is surprising 
"what success they make out of it. 
They pay close attention to their 
stock, and by the end of the year 
they are always on the credit side of 
the ledger account. 
This teaches 
them to be careful business poultry- 
men, and not a few have gone from 
Womelsdorf, Pa., and have become 
practical poultry farmers, and have 
not been afraid nor ashamed to ac­ 
knowledge that they obtained the 
first principles at Bethany Orphan 
Home Farm. 


Where 135 orphans are at home 
there is always plenty of work, and 
the space required for their welfare 
has to be commodious. 
The trustees 
of the institution lately decided that 
It was necessary to erect another 
building for the welfare of the little 
iolk, from the ages of five to eight 
years. 
This means work for the 
little farmer boys. In the first place, 
It gave them a way to clear a large 
tract of land they had long contem­ 
plated clearing. 
The land was lately 
iorest land and was full of roots and 
stumps. 
They, however, 
saw 
the 
practical end of the matter and fig­ 
ured if they cleared the land of the 
¿tumps everything removed from the 
tract would be useful. 
They went to 
work with a vim. 
One of the elder 
boys was put in charge of several 
dozen younger boys with a stump 
puller. 
“ Yep,” he cried, and all 
hands 
were 
at the 
stump-puller, 
carrying it over a big stump. 
An­ 
other command, and dozens of hands 
were outstretched and, with another 
yell of^Y ep!” the levers came down 
n with 
mighty pull and the stump 
slowly-but surely ascended. 
In this 
manner those industrious farmer boys 
cleared a large tract of land. 
The 
stumps they hauled off and formed a 
stump fence. 
They say this fence 
.will last twenty-five years, and then 
the stump? nan still be used for fuel 
purposes.

Finally the 
reward was apparent; they would 
have a clear piece of land upon which 
they could'raise good crops; and how 
delighted those boys were that their

In the same manner 
they cut down the giant trees stand­ 
ing on the other side of the present 
buildings upon which the new build­ 
ing is to be erected. The larger logs 
they hauled to the sawmill, or they 
made beams out of them to be used 
in the construction of the new build-

They are fearless little tollers, and 
‘ never seem to get tired of their work. 
They love gardening, and the large 
garden they keep in a systematic 
order, where each one of the boys has 
-a certain duty assigned.

rs. They do nothing except 
t none of the chickens get 
jarden. 
Another trio are

The barn is large 
and commodious, and is equipped 
with all the improvements. 
The in­ 
terior is handily arranged. 
The boys 
know how to care for their cattle, 
and they keep them nice and clean. 
The horses are always well curried. 


What does such an army of little 
busybodies do in winter time? 
Lots 
of work, to be sure! 
They have their 
own school on the premises, where 
they have school ten .months of the 
year. 
The school day is divided into 
two periods. One of those is granted 
to them as a recess period, and the 
smaller boys devote this period to 
play, while the larger boys devote 
the time to work. 
In summer and 
fall they do field work, such as plow­ 
ing and harrowing, sowing and corn 
husking, while in winter this period 
is devoted to sewing. 
Boys sewing? 
Surely, and how grandly they do it, 
too! 
Under the charge of an ex­ 
perienced teacher, both the boys and 
girls learn to sew. 
They enter the 
sewing room at the age of seven 
years, when they begin work at darn­ 
ing stockings, which they are able 
to do within a few weeks. After they 
have been in the sewing-room for at 
least a year they are able to mend 
all their own clothes, and by the time 
they leave the home, at the ago of 
eighteen, they are expert little tail­ 
ors, able to do all kinds of sewing. 
The girls are also started on darning 
stockings, but before they leave the 
institution they are able to do any 
kind and all kinds of needlework. 
They make their own bedclothes, 
their own garments and do lots of 
fancy work, which they dispose of at 
special sales held on their annivers­ 
ary day, which generally comes in 
August, The money they derive from 
this work goes to the treasury, and 
it all will be used for their own wel­ 
fare. 


The girls not only do the milking 
on this farm, but they do a great 
deal of outdoor work. 
During the 
vegetable season in summer time they 
also work in the gardens and in the 
fields. 
One little band of girls is 
known as the “bean pickers,“ and 
every other morning, when beans are 
In season, they go off to the fields 
with their baskets and pick the beans, 
They come 
back 
merrily singing 
church songs and empty the beans sa 
gathered in the kitchen, where two 
or three dozen other girls sit around 
the bean pile and pull off the strings. 


Before the average girl leaves the 
Bethany Farm she has learned to be 
a first-class cook, and knows how to 
bake besides. 
Every girl has to be­ 
come before she is eighteen years of 
age an expert in the line of cooking, 
which she learns from a woman at­ 
tendant who is constantly In charge 
of the cooking-room, and teaches 
them how to do the work right. 
Ic 
this same manner they are taught to 
bake good bread and pastry, all es* 
sential things not to be despised on 
the average American farm. 


There is no laziness at this farm, 
where boys and girls work together 
so willingly. 
They begin their day's 
work at 5 o'clock in the morning, 
when they rise, wash themselves, and 
go to the chapel to say their prayers. 
After breakfast, which soon follows, 
they go to their respective work, 
and if it Is vacation they work until 
11.30 o’clock. 
The afternoon period 
lasts until 5 p. m. If the work is all 
finished that they were expected to 
do the evening hours are free to 
themselves. 
Should the jobs have 
not been completed, they are usually 
finished after the supper hour. 
In 
the winter a couple of hours are de« 
voted to preparing their lessons, 
Their schooling is of the very best^ 
and when those practical young farm­ 
ers go away from Bethany they not 
only know how to cultivate the soil, 
but they have become proficient in 
all the branches required for them 
to be able to enter normal or trade 
schools, while others are able to pass 
successfully examinations which en­ 
title them to teach in the public 
schools of the State. 


When they are eighteen r ars oi 
age they are free to go out i 
o the 
world and make their own living. 
The good character they have ob­ 
tained while in the institution, their 
manual training and the honesty of 
purpose they have acquired have 
fitted them so well for the duties of 
life that the cases are few and far 
between where Bethany boys and 
girls make no success of life. 


One other thing before closing thif 
article about the orphan farmers is 
that they are able to leave with a 
good moral training. Their religious 
life has not been neglected while 
here. 
They are fortified against the 
wicked world by a large number ol 
teachers and by the Rev. Mr. More 
and his wife, the superintendent and 
matron. 
They have regular services 
anji Sunday-school on the premises, 
and they are taught the Word of God 
while they are still young, as they 
have to say their prayers before par­ 
taking of their meals and before they 
lay their weary bodies down to rest 
at night. 


This training has not been in vain, 
as somQ of those who have gone from 
this place have become good preach­ 
ers and reformers in other work, 
while others have become leaders in 
society as well as in the various pro* 
imdoia ol life.—New York Trlbun*

First Step the Hardest

HE size of a task often depends upon the point from which 
we view it. 
Sitting in an easy chair, racking our brains 
to evolve some plan by which we can accomplish the la­ 
bor with the least possible effort, it sometimes assumes 
gigantic proportions, and we tremble at the thought of the 
difficulties that confront us. As we approach, however, the 
change in the perspective produces a conspicuous change In

The main point is to begin. Once underway the task becomes a compara­ 
tively easy one; the difficulties that seemed so gigantic gradually dissolve 
as we approach, and by quietly and easily climbing we suddenly discover 
that we have reached the top. The task has been accomplished, and as we 
look back upon it we marvel to see with what slight effort the work has been 
done. 


The hardest part of any enterprise is in taking the first step. The best 
way to take this first step is to take it at once. Few of us are so deeply in­ 
spired that we cannot resist the temptation to work. 
Most of us need to 
be goaded up to the desire. 
By the exercise of a little will power, however, 
we can easily overcome such a fault, and by making up our minds to per­ 
severé in doing something every day, whether we want to do or not, we shall 
soon find that it was not so difficult a matter to overcome that spirit of in­ 
decision that is responsible for so much of the loitering in this world.— 
New York Globe. 


Jy ature’s Problems 


Solved by Heat 


By Prof. Robert /C Duncan. 


IR Andrew Noble has reached the highest point of temper­ 
ature in terrestrial thermometry. 
He has accomplished 
this by exploding cordite in closed vessels with a result­ 
ing pressure of 50 tons to the square inch, and a temper­ 
ature of no less than 5200 degrees C. Sir William Crookes 
saw that one incidental result of this experiment should 
have been the formation of diamond—that is, if his calcula­ 
tions were correct. 
On working over the residue of the 
explosion chamber he has recently extracted from them 
small crystals that seem to be veritable diamonds. 


We see, then, that if men cannot control' the conditions that make for 
large diamonds they, at least, understand them. 
It Is, in all likelihood, a 
matter of a comparatively short time when the diamond will have been con­ 
quered as absolutely as the ruby. 


With this final temperature of 5200 degrees C. we have reached the lim­ 
it of man's present attainment. 
On looking back, we see that every step 
in temperature he has so far taken has led him just so far along the path 
to universal conquest—the absolute conquest which he is destined ultimate­ 
ly to make. 


But in this phase of temperature alone he has still far to go. We have 
had evidence from many sources that even in the sun, which is by no means 
the hottest of the heavenly bodies, and which yet possesses temperatures 
that transcend anything we know on earth, the very elements of matter lie 
there disintegrated into simpler forms. 
Such temperatures are the distant 
Alpine heights, ever and ever so far higher than the slight ascent to which 
we have so tediously arrived.—Harper’s Magazine.

Rowing and tennis are the only sports in which honorable 
play altogether is practiced.,. That is what I said, or in­ 
tended to say, at last Thursday's crew dinner. 
You can 
no more cheat in those two sports than in a game of cards; you would be 
crowded out of society if you tried. 


To baseball there are many objections; still I would not advocate its dis­ 
continuance, because it is so popular. 
Some forms of track sport are also 
objectionable. 
In it there is too much cheating on record. 


Hockey is altogether too rough. It requires team work, and I must say 
that I have no use for a game that requires that. It is not open enough and, 
as in basket ball, its rules have been distorted. 


I have explained my objections to football. 
I know it is popular but, 
as I have said, the university would not suffer a particle if there were no 
more football. 
Lacrosse has not been played at Harvard long enough for 
me to express my opinion on its merits. 


I cannot say too much in fayor of rowing. 
Not only is there an ab­ 
sence of cheating, but it is the most heafthiul and interesting as well as one 
of the two fliost honorable sports. Tennis can be played with prott by any 
one. All It requires is Individual skill and brains. 
Tbere Is no underhanded 
work to it.
